Act: H.R. 2788, to designate a Distinguished Flying
Cross National Memorial at the March Field Air
Museum in Riverside, by a %4 yea-and-nay vote of
410 yeas with none voting “nay”, Roll No. 138;

Hudson River Valley Special Resource Study
Act: H.R. 4003, amended, to direct the Secretary of

Ocean, Coastal, and Watershed Education Act:
The House passed H.R. 3644, to direct the National
Oceanic and Atmospheric Administration to estab-
lish education and watershed programs which ad-
vance environmental literacy, including preparedness
and adaptability for the likely impacts of climate
change in coastal watershed regions, by a recorded
vote of 244 ayes to 170 noes, Roll No. 142.

Capps amendment in the nature of a substitute
(printed in part A of H. Rept. 111-445) that re-
flects changes to the bill that address concerns raised
by the minority during Committee consideration of
the bill. In particular the amendment makes several
changes to reflect the significant economic impor-
tance of coastal areas and resources to the overall
economy of the United States and also authorizes
specific increases in authorized appropriation levels
(by a recorded vote of 233 ayes to 178 noes, Roll
